Boston, May 3—That wholesale re- 


vocation of contractors' licenses will 
follow a failure to improve mnk con- 
ditions in Boston, was admitted toaay 
by Health Commissioner Francis X.

,\The health board purposes to en- 
fojee the thirty-six hour rule of milk 
delivery from the time of production 
but Dr. Mahoney admits tHat much 
of the impure milk sold in Boston 
-comes from dairies over which the 
local board has no control. "We can 
prohibit dealers from takir.j milk of 
these dairies and we intend to do it,' 
Dr. Mahoney said, "despite the fear 
that there might be a famine in the 
local market by this action."

country life movement is the expression of the desire to make the 
farming regions as satisfying and effective socially and economically 
as are the towns and the cities. The movement is not only sound 
but is fundamental, for the reason that an effort to effectualize any 
necessary existing society is part of the progress of civilization. 


The present back to the land agitation is largely a city effort, 


expressing many motives and ideas. - It is in part an effort of the 
city to relieve its congestion, in part-to find labor for the unemploy- 
ed, and in part the result of the doubtful propaganda to decrease 
the cost of living by sending more persons to the land. 


:I do not think that the mere lessening of the numbers of rural 


people ha^ any very close relation to the cost of living question. 
Our civilization is a system of economic loss. Society is built on 
the proces sot waste. 


The city drains the goods from the open country, extracts the 


kernel and throws the husks into the river and the seas. It sits like 
a parasite running its roots into all tflS surrounding country and 
draining it of its lifeblood. 


Our business or commercial structure is responsible for the 


•wastes of distribution. That it should require 65 cents to remove 
a good part of our produce from the land to the dinner table *s an. 
indication that we are living in a very imperfect and undeveloped 
economic era. 


City and country are coming together more sympathetically, 


but. this is largely a matter of asquaintanceship. 
There is no real 


adequate co-ordination between the two. If the city is ever really to 
aid the country, it must he mostly by the development of this mutual 
co-ordination and not by the city' going into farming. 'Farming! is a 
business for farmers.
